\Vhetber the convention of lusl 


July made a mistake or not. it certain- 
ly exceeded its legitimate powers when, 
without discussion at any of it -, sessions. 
and without, suggestion of popular

clf» represented, il arbitrarily 'demand- 
ed,' as is now churned, that the legisla- 
ture, lay aside the..responsibility it, bud 
sworn to carry and accept the iincon-id- 
prod dictum of a party convention as 
finally determining for itself what ii 
should do with a matter which i.s in 
every way suitable for Ic-gislativ- a.-- 
tion.'" 


An explanation has been asked why

And nil this that 
the peoplrt may be rescue:! from wrongs 
and <!?privntio'ns which they had never 
suspected that they were atl'licled wilh." 


The above is followed by illustrations 


' of, liow in former times the, actions of 


stale conventions vere not held lo bu 


binding upon the- party and Mr. .Coe, 
whose Ropublicaiiism is no more to be 
questioned thin any other life long Re- 
publican in Wisconsin, gives instances, 
lie says: 


'•It is not a new tiling that tlie dicta 


of conventions should be afterward re- 
viewed. Three separate instances of a 
differing character come to mind. Ju 
1877 
the convention assumed 
an 
un- 


meaning and straddling position on the 
money question' nnd then 'elected that 
old Koman. Horace Kublee, as chairman 
of the state central committee, lie re- 
fused to be bound by the parly plat- 
form on the money question and issued 
an address to the people of the state, 
hiking positive ground in favor of sound 
money and saying that the fight would 
be made on that issue. 
The issue pho\v- 


ed that the convention had mndo a mis- 
lake ami a splendid victory was achiev- 
ed under Kublee anil for his position. In 
IftDU 
tho. convention declared, for 
the. 


Hennolt law and tin; parly declared that 
it would not accept il as party doctrine, 
and defeat followed. 
In 1804 the con- 


venlion ordered tiint thu bondsmen of 
cx-TiTasurers .llaot,'. and Kuehn IK: sued 
for the money received by them as in- 
(rest on deposits. A bill to that ell'eet 
was introduced into the legislalnro, but 
invest igiil ion 
showed thill, judgments

If the peopk- 
ire to express their choice individually,

must be no hail marks of any political 
systems about it- 


There must be no half baked reform 


nor any sv-lein by which a few shrewd 
men may operate and control politics by 
ihe block system.

menu themselves to sensible people, their 
ni"ii"\ uoii'.d confer a great boon to gen- 
u i i i ' 
ulV'-ring humanity. When it is 


:m I.I.IL'I-!' neee.sbury to have n pull, either 
politic:,! or of money, or of social life, 
tn — i sunie unfortunate in these alleged 
a-vlam.s,,lhan will a genuine benevolence 
have received admirable impulse. 


There are today, institutions the pos- 


sessors of millions of endowed wenlth, 
who are absolutely poor as regards to 
ready funds. Institutions that as an en- 
tirety, are in fact tied down ns ever by 
stringent limitations, and the usefulness 
of such alTtiirs in fact, impaired because 
of the wealth on one hand in certain de- 
partments, the poverty of others, and 
the department of general expenses em- 
harassed. 


That a large amount of money is given 


indiscriminately in such fashion does 
not admit of doubt. 
That more good 


could be accomplished if those leaving or 
giving wealth would trust the I i-ustees 
more, is equally cerUin. If it is desir- 
ed lo found nn entirely new institution, 
let such necessary rules be established 
by the expressed terms as shall wield 
the establishment together as a wlmlc.

FENELON'S INTERPRETATION. 


SIIJH Kingdom of God ConiUU to Fl** 


forullnr Da»y. 


There Is n« explanation of Fenelon'a 


character apart from his religion- 
True, he was natively modest, amiable, 
refined and high-minded, but others 
have been 
similarly 
endowed who 


never achieved that special elevation 
of character we call salntliriese, and 
which was Fenelon's distinguishing 
cnaracteristic. It is sometimes charg- 
ed against Fenelon that his Idea of 
religion was effeminate, mystical and 
impracticable. 
But 
Fenelon's own 


character is the unanswerable demon- 
stration of its consistency with excep- 
tional manliness, sagacity and success- 
ful achievement. "True piety," he says 
to his favorite royal pupil, "has in It 
nothing weak,- nothing sad, nothing 
constrained. It enlarges the heart, it ia 
simple, free and attractive. The king- 
dom of God does not consist In a scrii- 
pukma observance of petty details, but 
in a due performance of the' duties 
which belong to every condition of 
life." The avowed defender of Ma- 
dame Guyon, and of the principles of 
Quietism, Fenelon's Interpretation of 
that 
system 
is 
altogether ration- 


al, 
scriptural 
and 
practical. 


The three things for which he con- 
tends are very simple and fundamen- 
tal He contends that the Gospel has 
made it possible for every human be- 
ing (1) to love God with all his heart; , 
(2) to subdue and expel every unto- 
ward and rebellious temper and af- 
fection, and (3) to accept God's direc- 
tion implicitly in all the affairs of life. 
His exercises for the achievement ot 
this condition are the commonplace 
exercises of prayer, meditation, 
the 


study of scripture, holy living and un- 
ceasing benevolence. 
However 
the 


metaphysics ot" Quietism may be ex- 
pounded, and however they may have 
been stated by himself, for dialectical 
purposes, this was Fenelon's practical 
exposition of the system, the one 
which he accepted as the rule of his 
own life.—From "Tfce Inner Life ot 
Fenolon,'' by Charles If. Stuart, in th«

THE ISLE OF JERSEY. 


Sncoemfml F»rjnlii»r 


Fcacant* on n Few Acre* Eaeh. 
To say that the peasant farmers on 


the isle of Jersey (many of whom can 
neither read nor write) are the best and 
most scientific farmers In the world 
sounds like a contradictory statement— 
a very boastful one, to say the least. I 
make the- statement on my own ac- 
count, for I have never heard it said of 
them, nor do the islanders themselves 
set up any such claim. They are quite 
unconscious of the fact, as only a very 
small portion ot them have ever been 
nway from home to the extent of cross- 
tag the channel that separates the is- 
land from Trance or England. I call 
them the best farmers in tbe world for 
the simple reason that they make their 
farms produce more per acre than any 
other farmers I ever saw or heard of. 


The little island of Jersey is only 14 


miles long and four to seven miles 
wide. There is, however, a resident 
population, of Oii,000, and that this Is- 
land is able to support Its own inhabit- 
ants and feed 40,000 to 50,000 visitors 
annually is something wonderful. But 
when I tell you that in addition to tliia 
there is exported from the Island year- 
ly between $3,000,000 and S4.000.000 
worth of farm and garden products no 
one will question that these island 
farmers deserve the distinction that I 
have given them. 


Early potatoes and cattle are the 


principal farm products. The potato 
crop alone that was shipped from the 
island this year brought ?2,175.SDD. 
There nru on the island all told about 
2H.OOO acres and of course a great deal 
of waste laud along the coast, HO that 
there are only about lO.OOOacres of land 
worked or tilled by farmers. There are

half of grass, and on the balance, of the 
farm, oats or meadow, garden and 
buildings. The farmers pay from $4C 
to ?7r> par acre annual rent. A crop of 
800 bushels'of early grown potatoes Is 
considered a good one, while a crop of 
400 bushels and even more Is not un- 
common. 1 am afraid to tell the num- 
ber of tons of mangels thnt are pro- 
duced per acre, after the potato crop, 
•without additional fertilizers. 


How is it possible to grow such crops 


on such a small piece of land, support 
such a large population and export 
over ?3,000,000 worth of produce year- 
ly and at the same time increase the 
fertility of the soil? I reply by keep- 
ing a large number of cows for the 
manufacture of fancy butter for tlie 
pocket, horses for the work and barn- 
yard manure for the laud. Incredible 
ns it may seem, on these 10.000 ncres 
there are owned, according to the last 
census, 11,391 head of Jerseys, 2,34:! 
head of horses, to say nothing of pigs 
and poultry. 


I'he farmers try some commercial 


fertilizers nnd draw tons of seaweed 
that is gathered on the sand when tho 
tide is out, which they spread on their 
meadow nnd grass land, but their prin- 
cipal reliance Is barnyard and liquid 
manure, i" doubt if there is a farm 
on the island.without a liquid manure 
cistern, the contents of which are 
pumped Into a hogshead ou a two 
wheeled cart .and distributed on the 
grass and -meailow. 


But how can they feed such a num- 


ber of cattle from so small an acreage 
of grass land -when potatoes and other 
crops occnpy about two-lhlrds or three- 
fourths of the farm? With 14.234 head 
of live stock there Is nearly an animal 
and ft .bait per acre for every acre 
farmed.

Floods and 
destruction of forests go hand in band, 
and the lack of wood for fuel, fencing, 
building and farm implements Is one 
of tie serious handicaps to the farmer. 


Prosperous 
mining 
is impossible 


without prosperous forests. 
With the 


rare exception of. such surface mines 
as those of the Mesaba district, mining 
requires timber. Thousands or hun- 
dreds of thousands of cords are needed 
yearly in the larger mines to support 
the galleries and make possible the c-x- 
tructlon of ore. For the most part tho 
grade-of timber used Is not high, nor 
will It bear loug transportation. Min- 
ing may prosper temporarily on the de- 
struction of forests, but such prosper- 
ity cannot last. 
Prosperous mining 


therefore is impossible without pros- 
perous forests and for the most part 
prosperous forests In the immediate 
neighborhood of the mines. 


What is true of agriculture and miiv 


lug is equally true of industry. Tros- 
perous manufactures are impossible 
without prosperous forests not only be- 
cause of the vast uses of wood in man- 
ufacturing processes, but because the 
raw material on which manufactures 
depend cannot lie supplied without the 
assistance of the forest. 


Cheap and efficient transportation is 


impossible without prosperous forests 
Railroads run over trees, und the vas 
Increment of freight and passengers on 
which they live is more or loss dlrectly 


ependcnt, but still always dependen: 
n some degree, "l>on the forests. 
Since mining, agriculture, manufac 
lire and the transportation ore depend 
nt la a very resl sense upon the fores' 
or their prosperity tbe same must bi 
rue of the enormous commercial ma 
hlnery of our country which is based 
pon them. 
Prosperous commerce, therefore, i: 
mposslble without prosperous forests 
t needs no further reasoning to show 
hat the prosperity of the country nni 
ts permanence are intimately bounc 
up with tie protection and preserve 
ion of its forests, and if this is true o 
be great bases of our prosperity—agri 
culture, mining, industry, transport:! 
ion and commerce—It Is evident tha 
he preservation of the forests is essen 
la!, too. for tlie building ami mainte 
iance of homes. 


In a very real sense the .end of civ!- 
ization roay bo described as the fouud- 
ag of prosperous homes. In this direc- 
.ion as in many others forestry is the 
landmaid of civilization.

.•ato of evaporation from moist soils. It 
was found tUnt for concentrations ap- 
proximating those found in alkali snils 
Ihe salts had no influence on the height 
of capillary rise with the exception of 
sodium carbonate, which increased the 
c/ipiilary rise about 3 per cent. For 
concentrations approaching saturation 
the capillary action, was considerably 
decrc.iped on account of1 tbe increased 
viscosity of tlio solution. In moist soils 
the salts decreased the rate of evapo- 
ration from tbe surface owing to the 
formation of a crust. If ttie surface of 
tho soil be kept constantly stirred so 
that no salt crust can foriv. the salts 
have no appreciable effect ori tbe evap- 
oration.

sail is'always more or less moist. SQ in- 
vestigations have been carried ou to de- 
termine the. height througa Which cap- 
illary action may take place in moist 
soils. In some soils from Ouuies Is- 
land, S.'- C.. iu which wate)- rises only 
14 inches'when the soil is dry. there Is 
marked capillary action ivlio.n the wa- 
ter table Is throe feet below the sur- 
face, but none when the water table is 
six feet below.

Very largo quanti- 
ties of sodium bicarbonate have been 
found Iu the alkali lands of Utah and 
California by survey parties, although 
the presence of tbis salt was never sus- 
pected. The influence of temperature, 
concentration and carbon dioxid on the 
equilibrium between sodium carbonate 
jind bicarbonate Is believed to b« an 
Important problem for the black alkali 
lands.

At St. Louis a stop of one hour was

day before was visible as far south as 
the Ohio river. 
Through Kentucky, 


Tennessee and Mississippi tbe railroad 
runs through one continuous forest with 
an occasional opening in which apparent-.

school child. Occasionally what appear- 
ed to be a double house with a broad

seen in the distance surrounded by the 
negro cabins.

As the train spial by invariably afc 


every cabin door or window could bo 
seen from one to six members of the 
family of all sizes, each one waving their 
hand to the trainmen as they passed by. 
The forests abound in various kinds of 
timber, until wo approached the state, 
of Alabama when the pine tree seemed 
to predominate, and the saw mills are in 
evidence. 


After making a trip1 of nearly a thou- 


sand miles we arrived at Citrouelle on 
timeTfltitrgla'd that wiNifcd arrived at our 
destination. 
Citronelle is a village of 


about 7.10 inhabitants composed largely 
of northern people, it has four large 
hotels, five churches, a public school, col- 
lege, bank and fifteen stores. The bus- 
iness is done mostly by northern men. 
This is claimed to be the highest point 
between Elaine aud the Uulf of eMxico, 
and is said lo bo an ideal heaJth resort 
for those suffering with throat or lung 
(rouble. At present the town and siir- 
rounding 
country is full of 
northern 


people who have come hero (o spend the 
win!or. They rail it '.vinler here, but 
it seems very much like June in Wiscon- 
sin, as the roses are in bloom and the 
lields are green. To any of our north- 
ern friends who would like to get away 
from the cold winters of the north we 
know oi ;io »icei- place io spend tha 
winter than right here. Any readers of 
the Journal wishing any information in 
regard to the place we will be pleased 
to give them what information we cau.

Still Hope to See It Built. 


ATTORNEYS NOW HAVE 


THE PROJECT IN HAND 


They Are Sounding Milwaukee Sentiment 


In Reganl to o Franchise—Vlffiity of 


Capital in Sight—The Pre- 


sent Situation. 


That a new Electric railway will be 


built from Milwaukee to Luke Gonnva, 
by way of Waterford 
and 
Burliiigton 


there is no longer much doubt and every 
day reports come from the western part 
of the county, in effect that promoters 
and capitalists arc 
traveling 
through 


that vicinity. 


Attorney Clarence Darrow of Chicago, 


and James L. O'Connor of Milwaukee, 
represent the eastern capitalists who are 
figuring on building the road. 


While the enterprise is still 
largely 


problematical, it has progressed so far 
that two men have been engaged to see 
to tne incorporation of a company and 
try to ascertain upon what terms the 
proposed company win get a franchise 
from the city of Milwaukee. 


Incidentally 
the 
many 
millionaires 


wfio.se summer bouses dot the wooded 
banks of Lake, Geneva will watch with 
interest this project, which bids fair to 
rudely shattcv the oxchisiveness and pri- 
vacy of the Xewport of the west. To 
some of these the .spectacle of Sundny 
revelers invading (he quietude of their 
retreat, has become a nightmare. 


The moneyed interests buck of 
the 


projected road Mr- Darrow refuses to 
disclose, being content at present with 
tliu statement that eastern men who 
have, large 
experience 
with railroads 


will probably furnish the greater portion 
of the funds. 
Several C'hk-agoans 
are 


also said to have been "let in" on tho 
tlral, which they consider ns one prom- 
ising largo returns on the investment. 


SURVEYS OF THE PAST. 


Several surveys have been 
made 
in 


times pa.st for a railway route between 
the lake and Milwaukee, each survey 
representing an attempt to interest capi- 
tal in coiinec-ting the iwo places. 
Until 


electricity reached sut-h a high develop- 
ment in connection with railroads, ihe 
plan did not seem feasible. While the 
men now interested havu Tiot made any 
news surveys, it is stated that they have 
settled upon a runic which w,-(s laid out 
by a survey made in rocoiit years. 


It is proposed (o run the line- through 


the counties of Lake, Waukesha. Racine 
and Wai worth, touching Beloit n nil sev- 
eral smaller towns. There is also a pos- 
sibility of brandies running to towns not 
too far from tho main line. The route 
by which the proposed r-ompaitv desires 
to get into Milwaukee is not disclosed, 
but it is known that the de^re is to 
have, a terminal near die Ptister hotel 
and to get out of the city in as near a 
direct line southeast as possible. The 
franchise sought is tor the erection of 
an elevated road in Milwaukee, but after 
leaving tho city it would run on the sur- 
face, the third rail system being employ- 
ed throughout . U is estimated 
that:

per mill- and that the completion of flu-

Created by Philippine Commis- 


sion Forbids Religious 


Teaching. 


MANILA, Jan. 21.—The 
ace 
estab- 


lishing the department of public instruc- 
tion was unanimously 
passed by ike 


Philippine commission today, after a de- 
bate between Commissioner Moses and 
Judge Tuft over the section 
permitting 


religious instruction in schoolhouscs. 


The commissioners 
originally . were 


unanimous in favor of the section, 
but 


Commissioner Moses became 
convinced 


it was not wise and' today' lie offered an 
amendment prohibiting the teaching-of 
religious doctrines "in school 
buildings. 


He declared the commissioj! would dis- 
regard its instructions 
concerning 
the1 


separation of church and state if the 
"questionable provision" were 
enacted. 


The 
commissioner, characterized as 


groundless the fears that Catholic "chil- 
dren would 
not 
attend 
the 
public 


schools unless religious instruction was 
permitted. 
He said 
the experience of 


the 
Philippine schools 
had 
already 


demonstrated this. 


Judge Taft oll'ered a substitute, per- 


mitting 
teaching 
thrice 
weekly 
by 


priests and ministers 
to pupils 
whose 


parents 
desired that 
their 
children 


should receive .such instruction, and pre- 
scribing the dismissal of teachers who 
attempt to influence pupils religiously, 
and the 
suspension of the privilege of 


priests and ministers whoso teachings 
create disloyalty or disorder. 


Commissioner Ide voted with Commis- 


sioner Moses against Judge Taft in fa- 
vor of the .substitute, explained that he 
(questioned whether the substitute would 
accomplish the purpose -sought. 


After the adoption of the amendment, 


the bill was passed unanimously.

M« Reports Many Cases. 


fJeorgc Wild returned lioine from

where lio has been in

that considerable 
small-pox exists in

Lewis Co.'s Died Sunday. 


HEARTFELT SYMPATHY

Nels C. Sorenson, who was

injured m a runaway accident 
at the

died, at the >St. 


Mary's hospital about 7 o'clock .Sunday 
morning. Although it was known that 
Mr. ISorenson was dangerously hurt, the 
faut that lie displayed such, remarkable 
grit and nerve, when Uiken to the hos- 
pital and 
placed tinder 
a physician's 


tare, it was hoped that he might re-, 
cover. 


Close examination,, however, revealed 


that the right leg was 
nearly severed 


nwar the kne.o. a.nd that tho left leg wa.s 
crushed., and that it would be necessary 
to amputate the right a,ud possibly the 
left leg, also. It was not until a few 
hours later, that indications of internal 
injuries developed in 
alarming 
form. 


During JSaturday night the injured man 
suffered and grew rapidly worse. When 
daylight dawned, it was evident that he 
could uot survive long. 


His wife and children, also 
friends, 


wcro notified and hurried 
to the 
3io:-- 


pital. but before they arrived ho was 
dead4 and their grief Was pathetic in, 
deed. 


The dead man was born in-Denmark 


forty-nine years ago. When a 
mere. 


boy. 
he came t.o America and settled in 


.Uacinc over thirty years ago and com- 
menced working at what he could get 
to do. As he grew into manhood he be- 
came prominent with 
his countrymen. 


For several years lie served on the lia- 
eino police and became, roundsman. 
He 


was also in business at various times, 
lu the infancy of the Dania society he 
became amembcr and lia-,-5 retained that 
membership always; he \va-s also a mem- 
ber of tho Danish 
Brotherhood 
lodge. 


l"or some years past ho has been en- 
gagod as shipping clerk at the Mitchell 
& Lewis Company wagou factory, 
and 


was an hene-st and faithful man, and it- 
was while, in the discharge of his duty 
that he met with tho accident resulting 
in his death. By his 
countrymen 
he 


was well liked and also by those 
with 


whom he \va-s associated during his resi- 
dence- in Racine. A wife and three chil- 
dren survive to mourn his demise, and 
they will have the sympathy 
of all in 


their sad bereavement.

vention ordered that the bondsmen of 
ex-Treasurers l!aet.< and Kuelin Lu; sued 
for i lie money received by them as in- 
tre:st on deposits. A bill to that effect 
was introduced info the legislature, but 
investigation 
showed that 
judgments 


would have to be collected out of the 
meager estates of widows and'orphans, 
and the Itcpublican members of the leg- 
i s l a t u r e refused to obey the mandate of 
the, convention, saying that the state of 
Wisconsin was not obliged fo enrich its 
treasury in that way. 
And if any legis- 


lator was ever punished by his const i- 
t.uents for such disobedience na record 
has been made of it." 


Summed up the situation stands-thus. 


The people are in favor of a reform in 
primary and convention systems provid- 
ed such can he made in an intelligent 
manner, consistent with the. perfect free- 
dom of the citizen in no wise interfcrre:! 
u'iih by any such restrictions ns mark-! 
t h e caucus system as now practiced. A.s 
to the convention system, the reform 
must be sueh that will enable the citi- 
xen to vote directly for his choice en- 
tirely unmixed with any system of noin- 
meninating by petitions. Tf the people 
are to express their choice individually, 
and have that choice recorded, there 
must be no hall marks of any political 
.-y.-••terns about it- 


There must be no half baked reform 


nor any system by whie.h a few shrewd 
men may operate and control politics by 
the block sv.sicni.

of such affairs in fact, impaired because 
of the wealth on one hand in certain de- 
partments, the. poverty of others, and 
the department of general expenses om- 
barnssed. 


That a large amount of money is given 


indiscriminately in sueh fashion 
does 


not admit of doubt. 
That more good 


could be accomplished if those leaving or 
giving wealth would trust the trustees 
more, i.s equally certain. Tf it is desir- 
ed to found an entirely new institution, 
let such necessary rules be established 
by the expressed terms as shall wield 
the establishment together ns a whole, 
•and 
provide for 
the 
self-government 


taking 
sueh 
entirely 
out 
of 
the 


domain 
of 
in fluenc.es tha'i: in con- 


trol 
could defeat 
the 
generous in- 


tentions of the founder. 
There arc in- 


stitutktns like our own Taylor Orphan 
asylums that year by year go on with 
their 
inestimable work, 
without 
the 


slightest disturbance or in any wise call- 
ing upon anybody to 
contribute. 
Xo 


begging expeditions arc; ever necessary, 
nor are the public assessed to make up 
for any shortcomings. Tn this institu- 
tion thv3re arc. none. Everything is as 
orderly, as finely managed as the most 
.successful private, business 
enterprise, 


and the intentions of the founder are. 
religiously carried out. It was founded 
upon a rock in the first instance and 
the genius of the founder, Isaac Taylor, 
lochiv jjiainlcsts. itself in the most ad- 


mirable manner in which the affairs of 
the oayluin are managed. 


Charitam'e institutions should 
not 


pauperize. 
There is no need of any such 


thing. Intelligent supervision by intel- 
ligent local officials, and these officered 
by honest and careful trustees are safe- 
guards. Xo one gaining shelter iir time 
of need in a well conducted institution, 
expects to live a life of pampered ease, 
and neither is it expected they should 
be veritable beasts of burden. 
Wrecked 


frames of weary lives are not fitted for 
the exactions of some public institutions 
and it is thus that a judicious and char- 
itable mind can impart the necessary dis- 
tinctions.

a general disposition throughout

North now to allow the South n goo-.l 
deal of latitude in the matter of solv- 
ing the negro question- for itself, 
but 


there is a general disposition not to al- 
low the South representation based up- 
on citizenship that under the laws of 
.some of the Southern states has no ex- 
istence.'' 


On the part of some Democrat,-; them- 


selves there is a feeling that the south- 
ern states have gone entirely too 
far 


in suppressing the representation and a 
recognition that if such states have vol- 
untarily, by legislation, deprived a cer- 
tain portion of their people of the vot- 
ing riirht because obnoxious 
to 
thorn,

their portion of congressional represen- 
tation which before was represented by 
the debarred vote.

The holding up of the army bill in the 


United States through the contest on the 
ship subsidy measure and the activity 
most pernicious of Messrs. Pettigrew, 
N'ebraska, Allen and others, is not suit- 
ing the American people. The situation 
in the Philippines is one. of the growing 
concern, ami there seems no daylight to 
illumine the darkness of 
it, all. The 


terms of a large majority of the army 
expires on June no.th and within the 
period to that time, an entire army will 
have to be j-einlisted, organized and dis- 
patched to the Philippines. Kvery day 
is of priceless value and yet the United 
States senate quarrels over questionable 
subsidy measures and other matters ut- 
uttetly sinking into insignificance the 
Philippine question.

tors utterly failing to grnsp the terrible 
significance of \vhat it means for an en- 
tire army to under (he law retired to be 
mustered out of the service less than six 
months, and an equally efficient army 
re-enlisted and sent to take iis place.

chances on that sort-of thing. Tf it docs 
the next election may tell a difi'crent 
story.

It is charged that in some 
of 
the 


'southern mills discipline is maintained 
by the 
old-lirne-before-th.e-war method 


of using the lash. 
Union labor methods 


are utterly unknown in the larger part 
of the south and these southern indus- 
trial mills are not bound by any such 
rigid rules as are the northern 
ones. 


This, of course, gives a tremendous ad- 
vantage to the south and it is no sur- 
prise that the textile mills of the north 
are bitterly complaining. 


In one southern silk mill the hours are 


from G in the morning to 0 at night and 
how things are done there is described 
as follows in the Galveston News: 


"T. W. Tliurstou is a darky of old- 


time ideas, who has charge of a silk mill 
at Fayotteville, N. C. There arc under 
his charge over 300 men, women and 
children of hi.s own race. The mill .has 
always been noted for the discipline of 
its employes, anil a northern newspaper 
correspondent recently took occasion to 
investigate and learn the 
secret 
of 


Thurston's successes. When asked how 
he handled his mill hands so well. Thurs- 
ton said that the first thing necessary 
in such an institution in discipline: find 
then when the questioner asked if this 
was obtained by a system of fines, the 
answer was: "Xo, sir! By whipping.." 
The burly negro superintendent 
says 


that he accepts 710 hands for the mill un- 
less they are given absolutely into his 
control for all the time between (! ill 
the morning and 0 in the evening, and, 
as such authority may be legally con- 
ferred there, he, is answerable to no one 
but himself for what he does. Light, 
corporal punishment is of no avail, in 
his opinion, so,,whcn an employe is neg- 
ligent in his work or disobeys any of 
the ironclad rule si that employe i.s tak- 
en out- and given a whipping, no mat- 
ter what the sex and no matter what 
the age- Mr. Thurston said: 


"Xo -one desires more than I do to 


see the condition of my people improv- 
ed; but 1 have no false ideas as to the 
present condition of a majority of them.

are like children where money is con- 
cerned. They must bo kept

may be decried by humanitarians, but I 
um proving their success, and I believe 
that some of these boys I am bringing

The weather of late has becif beauti- 


ful, bright, sunshiny and moderated hy 
balmy .sen brw.xc.s, although the temper- 
ature never goes beneath GO degrees. 
Wouid you believe- if?

iilly has to COVH up nights with a. blank- 
et, and even then when you awaken in 
the morning a person feels almost the 
same a.s it. doe.s when you arise in the 
morning in the chilly northern states. 


Our company has not been eating near! 


as much lately, too much grease, and too 
l i t t l e vegetables. 
Xot, that the United 


Stall's does not furnish enough, for if we 
get all our uncle intends for us. we would 
live like princes: but suiucftunv or an- 
other, we do not get all that is due us 
soldiers in Luzon. Perhaps it is the 
fault of the inability of the ollieers; uo 
one seems to know t he exact reason. 


The. 
kitchens in the army are not run 


as (hey ought to be. Yin- a while, when 
the. 
oflie.prs inspected our food, we got 


along fairly well, but a,s the officers, who 
in a great many other filings, become 
negligent, the poor private has to suf- 
fer. 
Tho cooks are selected from 
the 


company. If they happen to be, cooks by 
vriule, they do fairly well for a couple 
of months. -After that they become dis- 
rouragcd and invariably try to jump the 
job. 
This the olticers do not like on ac- 


count of having to commence a.ll over 
ji'.'iiin. 
If ii cook is not relieved after 


requesting three or four times, he. tries 
lo accomplish his undertaking by neg- 
lecting bis duty nud s<ce just how poor 
i'" cuu-clo. So you sec. again the enlist- 
ed iit.ui is made, to suffer. 
'IMis i.s the 


<tate of a f f a i r s in our company. 
The 


head cook has been trying to get out, of 
the kitchen for the post three months. 
Our oQicers won't hear of such a thing. 
Hence, we suffer. 


It is safe to say that seven-eighths of 


the sickness and deaths of the. soldiers 
on the island can be traced right back 
l.o the kitchens. For 
instance: 
some 


days twc) meals out of three consist of 
boaus. 
.Means over here are very un- 


healthy. They are very hard to cook 
and ''beans" not well done cause more 
dysentery than all tiic bad wafers and 
gonrfs in the archipelagoes. As 1 under- 
stand the army surgeon has issued or- 
ders not 'to issue any more of them to 
the troops. But when they are so easy 
to cook and put together for a large 
number of men and who will bo the 
wiser- 
The privates dare not, say any- 


thing. 
Officers 
can make things 
verv 


easy for the men if they pay strict at- 
tention to business and wark for the 
best interests of the company and men. 
On the other hand they can make things 
very disagreeable. 


There i.s some talk of the 34th regi- 


ment going home. They have received 
orders (o proceed to Manila and go int.o 
barracks. Whether or not this means 
go home 
F do not know, but it looks 


that way. [f that is the ease wo can 
look forward to leaving the island in 
about three months. 


We are anxiously waiting to sec what 


provision congress is going to make for 
the volunteer regiments, and to see if 
they are going to make any special in- 
ducements to .-oldicrs discharged bore. 


I n llmt. c.'isc it might help me, for my 
mind is made up to try my luck over 
here for at iear-t a year. At present 
they arc giving soldiers discharged here

Ho 
a fellow can always be sure of being 
shipped back home if nothing else.

Young iiRcarthur is not a strong look-

Alistcr. Andrew J. Campbell and William 
Death, three of the four persons indicted 
for the murder of Jennie Bosschietev, a 
mill girl of Puterson, X, J., who \vi\st 
murdered on tbo nijiht of .October 18 
last, were tonight ailju'lgrd guilty of 
murder in the second, decree.

would be to reduce the number of sa- 
loons in Milwaukee probably one-half. 


The bill provides that in cities of 50,000 


inhabitants or more the saloon license 
shall be £800. In Milwaukee it i.s now 
$200. In cities the population of which 
is between 10.000 and• 30.000, the license 
foe is to be !-t500. and in cities under 10,- 
000 people the fee is to be 
§200. The 


second swtion of the bill dispenses wit.h 
free lunches, making it illegal for :u\v 
person who has a liquor license to have 
a buffet or other place at which food is 
given away to patrons. 


The third provision of the new 
bill 


prohibits dry 
goods 
stores, 
clothing 


stores, jewelry establishments, grocery 
stores or hardware stores from having 
a saloon license unions the bar is separ- 
ated from the rest of the store, by a, vviiil 
at leant three inches thick. It is requir- 
ed that there be no direct entrance from 
the store to the saloon and that it must, 
be so arranged that one must- go from 
tho store to the public street in order to 
enter the saloon department. 


The license in this city is no>\- S200 


and if increased to $.100 would result in 
many places of business being oblige 1 to 
close as they cannot ail'ord to pay an- 
other dollar licrnso. 


OTHKR BILLS. 


One of (he bills introduced in the legis- 


lature provides protection for railroads 
from iratnps. 
It provides that riding on. 


or under or between cars without pay- 
ing fare and with intent to avoid pay- 
ment shall be a misdemeanor, subject to 
fine or imprisonment, and gives the con- 
ductor of any train authority to arrest 
any o-ll'cnder with or without warrant 
and take him before a magistrate or any 
justice of the peace for trial.

Knowing by the sound of carriage 


wheels that the guests were departing, 
the ball was finished and the duke 
would soon return, she raised the hang- 
ings and disappeared, saying: 


"I have two hours—two hours. God 


is just. Hope!" 


A league from Schonbrunn, in a 


wooded valley separated from V\'agram 
by high hills, stands the Monastery of 
Camaklules. It was built in the early 
part of the twelfth century by the fol- 
lowers of St. ItomuaUl and had pass- 
ed through ninny revolutions and. wars. 
Its locution at some distance from tho 
road had been a safeguard, the ava- 
lanche of armies which for centuries 
had passed and ropns.sed iis walls not 
suspecting its existence.

There is n,« explanation of Fenelon'a 


character 
apart from his religioa. 


True, he was natively modest, amiable, 
refined and high-minded, but others 
have been 
similarly 
endowed who 


never achieved that special elevation 
of character we call saintliness, and 
which was Penelon's 
distinguishing 


caaracteristic. It is sometimes charg- 
ed against Fenelon that his idea of 
religion was effeminate, mystical and 
impracticable. 
But 
Fenelon's own 


character is the unanswerable demon- 
stration of its consistency with excep- 
tional manliness, sagacity and success- 
ful achievement. "True piety," he eays 
to his favorite royal pupil, "has in it 
nothing weak, nothing sad, nothing 
constrained. It enlarges the heart, it is 
simple, free and attractive. The king- 
dom of God does not consist in a scru- 
pukms observance of petty details, but 
In a due performance of the" duties 
which belong to every condition 
of 


life." The avowed defender of Ma- 
dame Guyon, am? of the principles of 
Quietism, Fenelon's interpretation ot 
that 
system 
is 
altogether ration- 


al, 
scriptural 
and 
practical. 


The three 
things for which he con- 


tends are very simple and fundamen- 
tal. He contends that the Gospel has 
made it possible for every human be- 
ing (1) to love God with all his heart; 
(2) to subdue and expel every unto- 
ward and rebellious temper and af- 
fection, and (3) to accept God's direc- 
tion implicitly in all the affairs of life. 
His exercises for the achievement ot 
this condition are the commonplace 
exercises of prayer, meditation, 
the 


study of scripture, holy living and un- 
ceasing benevolence. 
However 
th« 


metaphysics of Quietism ma-y be ex- 
pounded, and however they may have 
been stated by himself, for dialectical 
purposes, this was Fenelon's practical 
exposition 
of the 
systenj, the one 


which he accepted as the rule of his 
own life.—From "The Inner Life of 
Feuelou," by Charles M. Stuart, in the 
Chautauquan for October.

IN THE ISLE OF JERSEY. 


Suececsfvl 


Peasants on n Feiv Acred Bach. 


To say that the peasant farmers on 


the isle of Jersey (many of whom can 
neither read nor write) are the best, and 
mast scientific farmers in the world 
sounds like a contradictory statement— 
a very boastful one, to say the lejist I 
make the» statement ou my own ac- 
count, for I have never heard it. said of 
them, nor do the Islanders themselves 
set up any such claim. They are quite 
unconscious of the fact, as only a very 
email portion of them have ever been 
away from home to the extent ,of cross- 
ing the channel that separates the is- 
land from France or England. I call 
them the best farmers in the world for 
the simple reason that they make their 
farms produce more per acre than any 
other farmers I ever saw or heard of. 


The little Island of Jersey is only 14 


miles long and four to seven miles 
wide. There is, however, a resident 
population of 55,000, and that this is- 
land Is able to support its own inhabit- 
ants and feed 40,000 to 50,000 visitors 
annually is something wonderful. But 
when I tell you that in addition to this 
there is exported from the island year- 
ly between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000 
worth of farm and garden products no 
one will question that these island 
farmers deserve the distinction that I 
have given them. 


Early potatoes and cattle arc the 


principal farm products. The potato 
ci'bp alone that was shipped from the 
island this year brought $2,175.855. 
There nre on the island all told about 
25,000 acres and of course a great deal 
of waste laud along the coast, so that 
there are only about 10,000 acres of land 
worked or tilled by farmers. There are 
1,200 farmers, and the average sized 
farm, therefore, Is about S1/^ acres. 


On an eight acre farm there will be, 


say four and a half to live acres of po- 
tatoes (followed by a crop of roots 
same season), an acre or aero and a 
half of grass, and on the balance of the 
farm, oats or meadow, garden and 
buildings. The farmers pay from $40 
to $15 pcv acre annual rent. A crop of 
800 bushels of early grown potatoes is 
considered a good one, wbile a crop of 
400 bushels and even more is not un- 
common. I am afraid to tell the num- 
ber of tons of mangels that are pro- 
duced per acre, after the potato crop, 
without additional fertilizers. 


How is it possible to grow such crops 


on such a small piece of land, support 
such a large population and export 
over ?3,000,000 w'brth of produce year- 
ly and at the same time increase the 
fertility of the soil? I reply by keep- 
ing a large number of cows for the 
manufacture of fancy butter for the 
pocket, horsea for the work and barn- 
yard manure for the laud. Incredible 
as it mar seem, ou these 10,000 acres 
there are owned, according to the last 
census, 11,891 head of Jerseys, 2,34;i 
head of horses, to say nothing of pigs 
and poultry. 


The farmers try some commercial 


fertilizers and draw tons of seaweed 
that Is gathered on the sand when tho 
tide is out, which they spread on their 
meadow and grass land, but their prin- 
cipal reliance is barnyard and liquid 
manure. I: doubt if there is a farm 
ou the island^withotit a liquid manure 
cistern, the1 'con tents of which are 
pumped into a hogshead on a two 
wheeled cart ,und distributed on the 
grass and -meadow. 


But how can they feed such a num- 


ber of cattle from so small an acreage 
of grass laud when potatoes and othci1 
crops occupy about two-thirds or three- 
fourths of the farm? With 14,234 head 
of live stock there Is nearly an animal 
and n .lialf per acre for every acre 
farmed. 
They do it by adopting a 


strict soiling system. 
Only the milk 


cows are allowed to go to pasture, ami 
these are tethered. Beginning at oue 
end of a Held, each cow mows her own 
swath across it. She, is moved on once 
or twice a. day, according to the size of 
the meadow, and malces a clean sweep 
of everythlttg within roach of her 
tether rope, 'which Is nliout 12 feet 
loug. 
The growth o£ grass is some- 


thing wonderful. Tlie cattle feed across 
these fields six or eight times during 
a season, and even then portions of the 
Held will be, cab for hay. 


All the young tilings arc kept iu tlio 


stable and fed on roots. Mangels, etc., 
are also fed u'ight aud morning to the 
milk cows that are usually housed dur- 
ing the night. 


Methods while very primitive in some 


respects have been handed down from 
generation to generation 'and are said 
originally to have been the tench toga 
of pious monks, wiio were learned men 
aud particularly fond of agriculture, 
which they taught the young men 
brought under their Influence. While 
these pupils were kept ignorant of all 
book learning, they profited by the les- 
sons and experience of their learned 
teachers. 
Necessity lias also been a 


groat teacher for these farmers. How 
to feed their increasing numbers anil 
wants has been a problem solved by 
keeping the greatest number of cattle, 
liberal use of both barnyard and liquid 
manure and by adopting a strict sys- 
tem of soiling, concludes tho writer of 
tliu foregoing in Ohio Farmer. 


Early PJovrlngr, 


Briefly stated, the advantages claim- 


ed for early plowing, followed at inter- 
vals by harrowing, arc that It prevents 
th,e growth of we.eds, couscrvus the 
moisture of the soil, keeps the soil In 
good tilth and results in the formation 
of n seed bed best suited for the prompt 
germination and growth of the seed. 
The cost of preparing the ground is 
lessened, the yield of grain is Increased, 
and the practice is financially, profita- 
ble.

WHAT FORESTS MEAN. 


Prosperous Farinlne, Mining, 


factnrlngr, Transportation, Etc. 
Among papers read at the irrigation 


and forestry congress in Chicago was 
one of nniejr interest by the well known 
authority -on the latter subject, Mr. 
Gifford Pinchot, in which he said: The 
purpose of forestry is to perpetuate the 
forest cover in the regions where its 
presence is needed for the regulation 
of stream flow, the protection of agri- 
culture against drying winds and the 
preservation 
'of 
irrigation 
works 


against silt from the washing of the 
bills. The destruction of forests, like 
any other form oi! evil, may be carried 
on for a time without'immediate bad 
results, but the poverty and suffering 
which follow it in' the end are as inevi- 
table as they are severe. 


Throughout tho irrigable west the 


protection of the water supply anfi the 
maintenance of the .supply of: timber 
aro together the chief uses of the for- 
ests. In arid nntl humid regions alike 
prosperous agriculture is impossible 
without prosperous forests. Floods and 
destruction of forests go hand in haud, 
and the lack of wood for fuel, fencing, 
building and farm implements is oue 
of the serious handicaps to the farmer, 


Prosperous 
mining 
Is 
impossible 


without prosperous forests. 
With the 


rare exception of. such surface mines 
as those of the Mesaba district, mining 
requires timber. 
Thousands or hun- 


dreds of thousands of cords are needed 
yearly hi the larger mines to support 
the galleries and make possible the ex- 
traction of ore. For the most part the 
grade-o£ timber used is not bigh, nor 
will It bear long transportation. Min- 
ing may prosper temporarily on the de- 
struction of forests, but such prosper- 
ity, cannot last. 
Prosperous mining 


therefore is impossible without pros- 
perous forests and for the most part 
prosperous forests in the immediate 
neighborhood of the miues. 


What is true of agriculture and min- 


ing is equally true of industry. 
Pros- 


perous manufactures are impossible 
without prosperous forests not only be- 
cause of the vast uses of wood in, man- 
ufacturing processes, but because the 
raw material ou which manufactures 
depend cannot be supplied without the 
assistance of the forest. 


Cheap aud efficient transportation is 


Impossible without prosperous forests. 
Railroads run over trees, aud the vast 
increment of freight and passengers on 
which they live is nioro or less directly 
dependent, but still always dependent 
in some degree1, upon the forests. 


Since mining, agriculture, manufac- 


ture and the transportation are depend- 
ent Iu a very real sense upon the forest 
for their prosperity the same must bo 
true of the enormous commercial ma- 
chinery of our country which is based 
upon them. 


Prosperous commerce, therefore, is 


impossible without prosperous forests. 
It needs no further reasoning to show 
that the prosperity of the country and 
its perraaueuce are intimately bound 
up with the protection and preserva- 
tion of its forests, and if this i.s true of 
the great bases of our prosperity—agri- 
culture, mining, industry, transporta- 
tion and commerce—it is evident that 
the preservation of the forests is essen- 
tial, too. for the building aud mainte- 
nance of homes. 


In a very real souse the .end of civi- 


lization may bo described as the found- 
ing of prosperous homes. In this direc- 
tion as in many others forestry is the 
handmaid of civilization. 


Important Items AT>oTit Alkiili Soils. 


An extended series of experiments 


has been carried on by the soil division 
of the department of agriculture to de- 
termine to what, extent tlio soluble 
mineral salts commonly found in alkali 
soils influence the height to which wa- 
ter will lie raised iu dry soils and the 
rate of evaporation from moist soils. It 
was found that for concentrations ap- 
proximating those found in alkali soils 
the salts had no influence on the height 
of capillary rise with the exception of 
sodium carbonate, which increased thu 
capillary rise about S per cent. 
For 


concentrations approaching saturation 
the capillary action was considerably 
decreased on account of'tho increased 
viscosity of tlio solution. In moist soils 
the salts decreased the rate of evapo- 
ration from the surface owing to the 
formation of a crust. II! tlie surface of 
the soil bo kept constantly stirred so 
that no salt crust can form, tho salts 
have no appreciable effect oh the evap- 
oration. 
Under field conditions tho 


soil is'always more or ICSK moist, SQ in- 
vestigations have, been carried ou to de- 
termine the height through \vhicb cap- 
illary action may take place in hiolst 
soils. 
Iu some soils from J'auies Is- 


land, S,'C., in which wate* rises on!,v 
14 inches'when the soil is dry, there is 
marked capillary action who.n the wa- 
ter table is three feet below tbi; sur- 
face, but nono when the water table IK 
six feet below. These are matters of 
very great Importance in connection 
with some of the western soils ou ac- 
count, of the very remarkable proper- 
ties exhibited by some of tuoue soils in 
subirrlgatlon aud iu the rise of alkali. 


It has been shown that soil grains or 


other flne.ly divided materials have the 
property of. condensing on (heir sur- 
faces relatively 'large amounts of car- 
bon dloxid considering the smrill par- 
tial pressure of this substance in tho 
air above the soil. It has boon found 
that when sodium carbonate is added' 
to a soil more or less of the normal 
carbonate is always converted to tho 
form of bicarbonate, due to thf; reac- 
tion with the carbonic acid condensed 
on the soil grains. Very largo quanti- 
ties of sodium bicarbonate have been 
'found in the alkali lauds of Utah and 
California by Biirvoy parties, although 
tho presence of this salt was.never sus- 
pected. The influence of temperature, 
concentration and carbon dioxld on the 
equilibrium between sodium carbonate 
unit bicarbonate is believed to be mi 
Important problem for; the black alkali 
lands.

PHILIPPINES 


Edward Hogan, FormeHy of Racine, 


Writes of Practice. 


ARE WELL TREATED 


FOR THE MOST PART 


Polygamy In Sultan of Sirlu's Domain 


Also Described—Some of the Ouecr 


Marriage f,nfvs IThlcl} Govern 


the Dlorus. 


Following this brief prelude is an in- 


teresting letter written, concerning slav- 
ery in the Philippines, by Edw. Hogan, 
who formerly was employed at the Man- 
ufacturers National bank of this city. 
Hogan enlisted for service in the Orient 
many months ago, and is the Sergt. Maj. 
of the 48th Vol. Inf. 
He; also speaks of 


the habits and the practice, of polygamy 
in certain sections of the archipelagoes: 


Vigan, Luzon, I'. L. Nov. I. I'.IOO. 


Dear .Friend: Having just returned 


from a several days' "hike"' (scout) in 
the interior. I now find time to pen you 
an article that, no doubt will prove in- 
terest ing- 


I have been told by some, of the Mesti- 


jos (half breeds) there are slaves in 
some parts of the archipelagoes and the 
trip I had convinced me it was a fact. 


The barrio of Bigbiga. about 27 miles 


from the coast, is situated in a fertile 
valley about 305 miles from Manila. We 
were in camp there for two days, dur- 
ing which time I gained some valuable 
information concerning the livelihood of 
some of the people there. Four slaves 
were offered me for fifty dollars Mexi- 
can money (82."i gold). They were, own- 
ed by a Mestizo woman, who claimed 
she was a Christian. T ventured into 
the woman's house and 'chatted about; 
the human flesh on sale and tried to per- 
suade her to bring them out. that I' 
might got a snap shot of them iu the, 
open, but she obstinately refused. 
T of- 


fered to pay her but she Would not ac- 
cept. 


Tliree were boys ranging from six to 


sixteen years of ngc. The other was a 
girl about twelve years old. The small- 
est boy had a shirt which reached to his 
waist. The other two wore coar.-e pan- 
taloons extending from the waist l.o the 
knees. The girl's only garment was a 
strip of cotton cloth wrapped about* her 
wnist. T M'alked over to where she was 
standing. The slave owner thought I 
wanted the girl and offered her to me for 
Sl"> Mexican- money and seemed surpris- 
ed when .1 did not jump at the bargain. 


I asked her where the slaves came 


from. She 
replied 
they were, 
from 


.Actas, or Mindanao, Negritos, ami 
in 


their tan skins, flat noses, sensuous eyes. 
T could sec (.races of African Mood. T 
Jnlked with them through au interpreter 
who accompanied-us on the "hike."' but. 
could not get. evidence of their having 
been ill used. Had I purchased them. 
I would have had the power of life and 
death oveivthem nud could have killed 
them by notifying the "Padre." 


Slavery is said to he common in the 


province of SI locos Sur and Sulu archi- 
pelago, and there i sal so a form of debt 
slavery in some islands fiirther south, 
in Mindanao., there are not 
only 
de-bfc 


slaves but slaves by conquest.

The Visayans of the islajul of Visaya 


have slaves hut it is against the Spaii- 
ish 
law- I met the. 
ex-president 
of 


Davai. Tic is a rich man and owns a' 
number of slaves. 
It- is common for a 


man to purchase children to ra.ise them 
up to do 'work around the house. In 
four tribes which inhabit- the mountains, 
slaves are sajd to iie used for human sac- 
rifiecs. These tribes are 
tin.' t'agaia--;, 


Ae.tas, Guianga-s and the Tugacolas, who 
live on or near the slopes of Mount Apo. 


The. 
Chinese merchants own one or 


more women whom they have bought. 
They do not marry ihcvu as wives. The. 
chief slave owners are the Moros. They 
have a right to slaves by their religion. 
Iu the past they abducted men, women 
and children and took them to Borneo 
for sale. 
It is claimed there arc- white 


men still living, who, captured by the 
Moros in their war with the Spaniards, 
have bc.en slaves. A Moros can sell Ids 
wife, his children and himself, if he gets 
into debt. 


dipt. Smith, of Ohio, bought a. slave 


for twenty Mexican dollars and gave 
her he.r freedom. Cupid does 
not re- 


strict his darts to any race, color or 
condition and even the Sultan of Sulu is 
powerless to restrict him. The girl was 
in love with a poor young man of the 
village and her master was about to sell 
her 
to 
a hated rival. Capt. 
Smith 


bought her and made, her free und since, 
I have learned she married the lover of 
her choice. 


According to our orders, any slave in 


Sulu can bn freed upon payment, of $-JO 
to his or her master. T doubt if this 
covers Mindanao, which is part of the, 
archipelago and consequently the Unit- 
ed States government is tolerating slav- 
ery today. The natives of this island 
will continue the Spanish customs until 
congress acts- It was more than 300 
years ngo thnfc the Spanish government 
abolished slavery in the Philippines, yet 
the Spaniards held slaves. 


The jurisdiction of our officers only 


extends to disputes between JMoro.s and 
Christians and the Sultans ore to settle 
nil cases between the Moros themselves. 


As a rule the. slaves arc well treated. 


There is no tracking them with bli od 
hounds and little forced labor. They are 
more, like, the feudal servants of the 
middle uges than like our former .slaves.

cues A>"not-work unless.their masters 
work with them.

The question of polygamy is connect- 


ed with the Mohammedan religion and 
if the United State* attempts to abol- 
ish it will no; doubt bring forth a fresh 
rebellion ou our. hands,- which will last 
until they are wiped out. 
According to 


the. 
Koran every Mohammedan has the 


right to four, or five wives. The, Suit An 
of Sulu has thirteen, the Sultan of Min- 
rlanio lias ten. Each iof the "head Moros 
Imva two or three. The Mohammedans 
differ in many ways from those" of the 
Mediterranean. They do not pray so 
often as their brothers of Turkey and 
Arabia, but they -believe, just as strong- 
ly. They are not so exclusive as to 
their women, who do'not 1 ide their face'* 
from the men. They go out Unveiled 
upon tin streets and in their nulo h.its. 
There are no women's quarters. A man 
who touches a woman outside his family 
is.subject to a. fine or $9, and the wo- 
luau implicated is fined $1.05. 


T have tried to ascertain the marriage- 


able customs of the Moros. • Marriage- 
able, age. rnngen .from .12 toIG years and 
a girl is a very old maid at 20. She has 
her teeth filed in the. approved shape 
characteristic of the Moro beauty, rub- 
bing them oft" square at the bottom and 
cutting a hollow, groove in .their front 
so that they stand out like scoop shov- 
els. After the tee.tli have been black- 
ened by a. native preparation she is 
ready to be married. Then comes, the 
question of price. There is a council 
which suggests the. price at'$10 in gold, 
a water buffalo and f>00 pieces of rich 
cake worth one emit each. • The, girl re- 
ceives $2, the remainder going to her 
parents. 


According to the Moro law if a hus- 


band remain away from his wife for 
more tnau three months she can demand 
a divorce.

terests. AV'hen the shipping bill first cam* 
before congress, the suggestion was made 
that swift ocean steamships were what were 
most needed, mail carriers, vessels avail- 
able as 
auxiliary 
cruisers— ocea-n gray- 


hounds.,' in g.hort; aad it was alleged that 
the slow cargo carriers could take cure of 
themselves, that they needed no assistance, 
they were profitable under pretent condi- 
tions, and similar arguments. 


When it was pointed out that there was 


reason for government ajd for slowships, 
carrying only cargoes, because they were 
at a. disadvantage in cost of construction, if 
American-built, and at a further disadvan- 
tage iu cost of operation, if rim by American 
officers and seamen and firemen, and thi» 
truth became known,' then the enemy 
turned right-about-face and declared t-hat 
the ships that are Jieeded to build up the 
American merchant marine are the cargo 
carriers, the vessels that take away our 
farm products, a-nd not the swift passen- 
ger etenniships.

equaJily, and this is true of fast ships and 
of slow ships, of steamships and of sailing 
ships— of an.y kind of American ships en- 
gaging in the foreign carrying trade of tha 
United Sthates. The disadvantages they 
labor under; bacause of higher cost in con- 
struction. and because of higher cost of op- 
eration and because of the subsidies and' 
bo-unties {riven by foreign governments to 
their merchant ships, have been carefully 
reduced to dollars and

shipping interests will light the shipping bill 
t<4 the death, and they *re known to be do- 
irig it in every way in their power. 


The other erjeinies>, equally ns active, and 


supported by those first mentioned, aro Uia 
free tradws. American ships' upon the sen, 
have beeu unprotected in. operation for 40 
years, and their tonnige has decreased -by 
two-thirds, while our commerce 
has in- 


creased fourfold. .Only by protecting our 
ships, »s our I a ml industries have been pro- 
tected ngain*t foreign competition, can they 
make lic-ad against foreign ships. The free 
traders fear another triumph of the Amer- 
ican protective policy. Takuig advantage 
of tiiis element of oppositon, the foreign 
shipping interests are supplying the Reform 
club of New York with money in unlimited 
quantities to circulate its free- trade liter- 
ature in opposition to the shippng bill. And 
this tells the whole story of the sources of 
opposition to the shipping bill. 


American peop'ie.are not ro partic- 


ular.'whether this or that, particular bill is 
passed '"to buUd up American shipping, as 
thc-y are that s6nie effective- 'mejuirre bs 
put upon our statutes, at once, thii-t will ac- 
complish this very desirable result. Tha 
people fee! that it i* the duty of con- 
gress to- enact such a m-ea-sure without fur- 
ther delay. 


C7"'Undou.btedly there i* a-, majority of 


the senate in favor of the bill," says the New 
York Times, in an editorial urging demo- 
cratic senators to resort to every possibla 
device- to prevent a vote being taken on 
the bill.
